Practical training and practical teach- 


ing in our public schools are the urgent 
demands of tho time. Very recently, an 
examination of the younger children ot 
t'ue public schools of Boston, made by 
Dr. Stanley Hall showed that 18 per cent. 
ot the number had no knowledge of a 
cow, further than that gained from pic- 
tures; 91 per cent, of the examined had 
never seen an ant; 65 per cent, had never 
seen corn growing; 00 per cent, did not 
know where their ribs wore, nor exactly 
•what they were; while only G per cent, 
•were ignorant of tho location of their 
stomachs. From these facts Dr. Hull do- 
duoted two other facts--that a gross ig- 
norance of practical things may exist side 
by side with a very thorough book knowl- 
edge, and that some modification of tbe 
kindergarten method is necessary in the 
instruction of tho young. 


HEW EDUCATIONAL MEASUKES. 


Tho last legislature enacted some edu- 


cational laws of which the following is a 
brief summary. They should bo care- 
fully read by all persons interested in 
the ivork ot education, and especially by 
school officers: 


1. The time of holding annual meetings 


in all school districts in the state is 
changed, so that suchme'etings -will here- 
after be held on tho first Monday in July, 
instead of the first Monday in June, as 
provided in the law ot 1882. ' 


2. Tho time ot making reports by dis- 


trict clerks, town clerks and county super- 
intendents has been changed so that dis- 
trict clerks hereafter make their reports 
between the 10th and 15th days of July, 
to the town clerk. The town clerk will 
make his report to the county superin- 
tendent between the 10th and 15th days 
ot August, and the county superintend- 
ent -will make his reports to the state su- 
perintendent on or before the 15th of 
September annually. 


The census (vill be taken the last day 


of June, and the school year will close 
on that day. 


3. Tho law authorizing district boards 


and boards ot education to make changes 
in text books, by consent ot the state su- 
perintendent, has been so amended that 
such change can hereafter be made . by 
district boards only after authority is giv. 
en so to do by the majority of the legal 
voters ot the district by a vote at an an- 
nual scheol meeting; and by boards o£ 
education only after being authorized to 
do so by the common council of the city. 


4. The ambiguity of the existing law 


ralating'to the examination of teachers 
for, and the supervision' of free high 
schools, has been removed by placing the 
supervision ot these schools directly in 
charge of the state superintendent, or 
under his direction. 


5. Tho price ot Nicodemus & Conovor's 


map of Wisconsin, furnished to school 
districts and departments, and to public 
officers, through the state superintendent, 
was reduced from S4.00 to$2.00, and pre- 
visions was made tor the correction of 
tbe map to show .the changes in the 
boundaries of counbc-3 made by the pres- 
ent legislature. 


6. Ihe annual state tai in aid ot the 


state university was increased from one 
tenth to one eighth ot a mill upon the 
dollar of valuation, and provision -was 
made by a special appropriation for' con- 
tinuing experiments in 'the manufacture 
ot sugar.'from cane syrup in. ^.agricul- 
tural college department ot that institu- 
tion.

Decline io Speculative Future Dealing. 


There are evidences in the reports pi 


the decreased speculative dealings in 
New York and other stock boards that 
the casual operators, the small dabblers 
in futures, the unsophisticated .country 
investors, the class which card gamblers 
call ".producers," are gaining a modi- 
cum of wisdom, and getting it in that 
school of which it is said fools will learn 
in no other. The regular dealers—the 
big iish in the great ocean of stock and 
produce gambling—are now engaged in 
the not very profitable work of trying 
to eat each other. It is not likely—it is 
indeed morally impossible—that the 
spirit of gambling among; the people all 
over the country will disappear. But 
the mania has its seasons, of inflaunnar 
tion and abatement. 'There is a slight 
cooling off now. The process of feed- 
ing the bloated gamblers of the boards 
of tho great .cities mil be reduced .to the 
minimum, when all come to understand 
that the chances are a hundred to one 
'against a " speculator" who puts in a 
few hundred1 dollars eyer : getting a cent 
back, and that this is especially true 
where he repeats the experiment and 
," tries his luck" several times. 
' It is not asserted that a small operator 
•may' not guess• the market, as -well:as 
another. It makes no difference wheth- 
er he gets on the right or the wrong 
sidei All sides are'wrong for'a..man 
who has not plenty of money to cover 
his margins. He may, for example.buy 
April wheat now at a dollar a bushel. 
The grain may at the date for settlement 
be worth one. dollar and twenty-five 
cents. But between now and then, upon 
some vague and senseless rumor, .the 
price will drop for a moment to ninety- 
five cents, which wipes out his margin 
and sweeps his money into the common 
fund of the gamblers. 
He had guessed 


the market right, but for the purpose of 
taking the funds of all small fry like 
'him the market always oscillates enough 
to take the margins of the scores, .hun- 
dreds and thousands of little dealers'lo- 
cated in every neighborhood, village 
town and city m the land. And thus the 
nabobs of the market are fed and fat- 
tened. The game of thimble-rig, three- 
.card monte and "brace faro are lair and 
.even in comparison with' the "Heads J 
win and tails you lose" future dealing 
by small operators. .Every young man, 
and old one,.too, for that matter, should 
avoid these;Sink-holes of so-called spec- 
.ulation as they would a lazaret.
